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The Scarlet Sin --- 


ADULTERY

“THOU SHALT NOT COMMIT ADULTERY" — EXODUS 20:14 


Any Bible preacher can preach on the scarlet sin, adultery, 
without apology, since the Bible deals so frankly and so re- 
peatedly with the subject. In Genesis we have the story of the 
Sodomites, the incest of Lot with his two daughters; Judah’s 
sin with his daughter-in-law, the attempted seduction of Jo- 


seph by Potiphar’s wife, the 


prince of Shechem and the curse on Reuben because he went 
up to his father’s bed. The Mosaic law in Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers, Deuteronomy has repeated instructions about the 
punishment of the scarlet sin. It is placed in the Ten Com- 
mandments both in Exodus and in Deuteronomy. 

Throughout the Bible God’s Holys 


Spirit deals plainly with this sin. 
In Joshua we have the story of 
Rahab the harlot. Judges tells how 


Samson, a judge of Israel, went 


to see a fallen woman. First Sam- 
uel gives the sad story of David's 
sin with Bath-sheba, and the Scrip- 
ture tells how there followed the 
rape, of his daughter, Tamar. 


In the New Testament Jesus re- 
peatedly discussed the scarlet sin. 
Again and again he preached to 
‘this adulterous generation.” He 
gave fornication as the only legiti- 
mate reason for a divorce. 


Romans tells of the degeneration 
by which much of the race became 
savages, enduring the curse of God 
because of sex perversion. The 
Epistles give warning after warn- 
ing against fornication, adultery, 
chambering and wantonness. The 
book of Revelation tells of the hor- 
rible plagues of the tribulation, 
partly in judgment on great Baby- 
lon for her fornications and adul- 
teries. And then finally, after a 
glorious picture of Heaven, we are 
plainly warned that whoremongers 
and adulterers are outside. 

It is manifest, then, that honest 
preachers who profess to preach 
what is in the Bible or to follow 
the example of prophets and apos- 
tles and of Jesus Christ Himself, 
must preach on this scarlet sin. 

There are abundant reasons why 
such preaching is needed. First, 


ruin of Dinah by the young 


millions of people have no idea 
how horrible the ‘sin is in God’s 
sight. If they knew how God re- 
gards it, and if their consciences 
were enlightened, many of them 
would never go into this sin. Sec- 
ond, if preachers preached the hor- 
rible judgments of God upon this 
sin, many would fear it and avoid 
it, even though they did not love 
God. And, third, and more impor- 
tant. yet,..honest. Bible preaching 
on sin creates an acute conscious- 
ness of God, leads to conviction for 
sin and repentance. Every great 
revival must have honest dealing 
with the sin question. There is no 
use of preaching grace to people 
who do not know that they have 
ever sinned. God’s commands 
about adultery may be called a 
part of the law, but the law was 
our schoolmaster to bring us unto 
Christ” (Gal. 3:24). 


Some will object that the lan- 
guage is too plain. But we are ex- 
horted to “utter by the tongue 


words easy to be understood” (I 
Cor. 14:9). In the revival in Ezra’s 
day we are told, “So they read in 
the book in the law of God dis- 
tinctly,.and gave the sense, and 
caused them to understand the 
reading’ (Nehemiah 8:8). If Bible 
preachers like Jesus, and John the 
Baptist and Paul, and Stephen, and

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Dr. Joe Henry Hankins 
Becomes Evangelist 


Leaves Great First Baptist Church, 
Little Rock, for the Still Larger 
Work of Revivals 


BY THE EDITOR 


In this issue of The Sword of the 
Lord you will find the blessed ser- 
mon, “A Charge Before God,” by 
our beloved. brother, Dr. Joe Henry 
Hankins, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas. From time to time we have 
printed a good many of the fervent 
gospel sermons of our much loved 
and anointed brother. And today 
I received a letter from this dear 
friend containing the great news 
that he was answering the call of 
God, laid so long and heavily on 
his heart, to give himself to full- 
time revival work as an evangelist. 
Praise the Lord! 


I have dedicated myself to prove, 
under God, that big-scale revival 
campaigns such as those where 
Moody, Torrey, Chapman, and Sun- 
day preached to enormous crowds 
and hundreds and thousands were 
saved, are possible again in this 
generation. As God is my witness 
I feel continually burdened over 
the need the Saviour expressed 
when He said, “The harvest truly 
is great, but the labourers are few: 
pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth 
labourers: into his harvest” (Luke 
10:2). I have been praying that 
God would send out evangelists. I 
had many times prayed, asking 
God if He would not send out Dr. 
Hankins as a full-time evanelist. 
I have been many times on the 


point of writing, urging him to/ 


this course, but hesitated and 
prayed. And now that prayer is 
answered. 

Dr. Hankins is already an evan- 
gelist, and in fact has been an 
evangelist all through his ministry. 
Some months ago I saw a report 
of his church, when he had been 
with them four years and eight 
months. In that short time the 
First. Baptist Church at Little 
Rock, the largest and most influ- 
ential in the state, I believe, had 
received 1165 new converts for bap- 
tism and church membership and 
1667 had united with the church 
by letter or statement, making a 
total of 2832 members added to 
the church in four years and eight 
months! That means that through 
the years his church had an aver- 
age of 11 2/3 new members every 
week, winter and summer, and of 
these approximately five each week 
were new converts just won to 
€hrist whom Dr. Hankins baptized. 
When a pastor baptizes 264 con- 
verts every year and has an aver- 
age of 586 new members each year, 
including those coming by letter 
and by statement as well as bap- 
tism, that pastor has a right to be 
called an evangelist. 


That great church has prospered 
under his leadership. The Sunday 
School has run from 1100 to 1300 
in attendance regularly. The audi- 
torium pro 
old church, y have recently 
completed a magnificent auditori- 
um seating approximately 2,000 
people. 

In addition to his duties as pas- 
tor, Dr. Hankins has gone afield 
repeatedly for revival campaigns 
in other churches and even in spir- 
‘itually desolate mountain regions, 
as many as 
200 souls in a two weeks’ cam- 
paign. He has won souls in many 
states. I find there have been 2,092 
proanestons of faith in Christ in 

his ministry outside the First Bap-

thee therefore before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge 
the quick and the dead at his ap- 
pearing and his kingdom; Preach 
the word; be instant in season, out 
of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort 
uith all longsuffering and doc- 
trine.”’ 


This, to me, is one of the most 
Serious charges that you will find 
anywhere in the Book of God. It 
is especially serious in view of the 
fact that it comes from this great 
man of God, through the inspira- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, as he 
stands in the shadow of death at 
the end of life’s journey. He is an 
old man now. He has had years 
of experience as the apostle to the 
Gentiles and preacher of the gospel 
of God’s grace. He has seen and 
witnessed the power of the gospel 
to break into heathenism of the 
rankest sort, to break hearts and 
touch lives; to transform whole 
cities and to bring thousands into 
the blessings of salvation and new 
life. He has also experienced many 
hardships. He has witnessed the 
power of God to open prison hous- 
es, to deliver from the lion’s mouth, 


to save out of the perils of the sea, 


to keep under all sorts of condi- 
tions and circumstances. Now as 
he stands in the shadow of death, 
he is pouring out his very soul in 
a passionate plea to a young 
preacher and to all Christian work- 
ers. He is viewing the task now 
in the light of the death chamber, 
in the light of the judgment seat 
of Christ and in the light of the 
end of all things when the Lord 
shall come and set up his kingdom 
and mount the throne of His glory 
and call His servants to whom he 
has delivered his talents to give an 
account of their stewardship. Paul 
is looking now at the task of the 
Christian worker in the light of 
those three great events. Let me 
repeat. He is seeing the task in the 
light of the death chamber. He is 
seeing now the servant standing 
before his Lord. He is seeing the 
crown for some of them held in 
the nail-scarred hand, a crown of 
righteousness for those who have 
fought the good fight, who have 


kept the faith, who have finished 


the course.’ He is seeing himself, 
along with all the saints of God, 
standing now before the judgment 
seat of Christ, when the trumpet 
of the ages has sounded and the 
angel stands with one foot on the 
land and one on the sea declares 


that ‘time shall be no more. All of

There 
are some good books read by many 
intelligent people, written by doc- 
tors and scientists on sex ques- 
tions. Sociologists study the evils 
connected with sex very frankly 
and seek remedies. Laws are 
passed, censorships imposed. on 
filthy pictures and filthy literature. 
If sex matters are common talk ev- 
erywhere, then why under Heaven 
Should there not be somebody who 
could speak with a voice of author- 
> ity — the authority of God’s Word 
»  - on these questions? And so, by 
|  God’s grace, I seek to enlighten, 
to warn, to show the way to vic- 
tory, the way to mercy and peace, 
and the way of salvation for sin- 
ners.

Sex Is God-Given; Marriage Is 
Holy and Clean 


“Marriage is honourable in all, 
and the bed undefiled: but whore- 
mongers and adulterers God will 
judge’ (Hebrews 13:4). 
Marriage is properly called “holy 
matrimony.” God Himself made 
man and woman, male and female, 
made them one for the other, and 
gave them the mating instinct. 
-When God first put Adam in the 
Garden of Eden, God made him 
with a need for a wife. Genesis 2, 
verses 18, 21-25 tells us of the first 
marriage, where God Himself per- 
formed the only ceremony there 
was and the angels of God were 
the only witnesses! 
| RSS “And the Lord God said, It is 
not gdod that the man should be 
alone; I will make him an help 
meet for him..: 7. 
“And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, and 
he slept: and he took one of his 
ribs, and closed up the flesh in- 
stead thereof; 
“And the rib, which the Lord 
God had taken from man, made he 
a woman, and brought her unto 
the man. : 
“And Adam said, This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of my 
flesh: she shall be called Woman, 
- because she was taken out of Man. 
“Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife: and they 
shall be one flesh. 
“And they were both naked, the 
man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed.” —Genesis 2:18, 21-25. 
We are plainly told that God 
said, “It is not good that the man 
should be alone,” and God Him- 
self presented Adam with his bride, 
It was God that.made them. one, 
“not only one in spirit and mind, 
but one in flesh. Their bodies were 
made the one for the other, just 
as their natures were made each

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‘the Lord tells us, “And they were 
both naked; the man and his wife, 
and were not ashamed.” 

These holy creatures that knew

nothing of sin, and were as pure as 
the angels of God, were mated. 
And even while they were in the 
Garden of Eden we are told, ‘‘And 
God blessed them, and God said 
unto them, Be fruitful, and multi- 
ply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it” (Genesis 1:28). Mating, 
with these perfect creatures, was 
not only permitted; it was plainly 
commanded. So marriage is a di- 
vine institution. Sex is as natural 
and right and as holy as any phys- 
ical‘and mental and spiritual qual- 
ity of man. 

Satan has tried to defile the 
thoughts of the whole race about 
marriage and mating. Whispered, 
dirty comments; chalked, vulgar 


words on back fences, the snickers 


of lewd people over dirty jokes, the 
embarrassed silence of good peo- 
ple — these have all left the im- 
pression that sex matters are all 
vile, that mating is naturally and 
inevitably wicked. There is even a 
foolish theory that the sin by 
which Adam and Eve fell was the 
marriage relationship, despite the 
fact that the Lord expressly com- 
manded Adam and Eve to mate 
and multiply, and despite the fact 
that the particular sin by which 
they fell is mentioned and it could 
not possibly be a sex matter. Not 
long ago I read a tract, published 
by the leader of a modern cult, de- 
manding sex abstinence altogether 
on the part of married Christians. 
That is unscriptural, foolish, sin- 
ful! - 
In Hebrews 13:4 is this plain 
statement: “Marriage is honour- 
able in all, and the bed undefiled: 
but whoremongers and adulterers 
God will judge.” There is nothing 
wrong with marriage. There is 
nothing unclean or sinful about the 
marriage bed and the marriage re- 
lationship. There is nothing innate- 
ly sinful about sex. But a perver- 
sion, a misuse of sex relationship 
is wicked, so that “whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge.” 
The loving mating of a husband 
and wife is as normal, as proper 
and as guiltless as eating, drink- 
ing, sleeping, or any other normal 
bodily function. One can sin by eat- 


‘ing, but eating is not a sin. One 


could eat stolen food, and that 
would be wicked; and it is like- 
wise wicked for a man to take an- 
other man’s wife or another man’s 
future wife. In the Ten Command- 
ments God puts coveting your 
neighbor’s wife along with the sin 
of coveting your _neighbor’s ox, 
(Ex. 20:17). It is not wrong to 
have your own wife, nor is it 
wrong to have your own ox. It is 
sinful to have or covet either that 
does not belong rightfully to you, 

God puts no restraint on the 
marriage relationship. First Cor- 
inthians 7:3-5 says, “Let the hus- 


band render unto the wife due be- 


nevolence: and likewise also the 
wife unto the husband. The wife 
hath not power of her own body, 
but the husband: and likewise also 
the husband hath not power of his 
own body, but the wife. Defraud ye 
not one the other, except it be with 
consent for a time, that ye may 
give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer; and come together again, 
that Satan tempt you not for your 
incontinency.” And then the next 
verse says that this separation for 
a short time of the husband and 
wife by conserit that they might 
give themselves to fasting and 
prayer is permitted, but is not 
commanded. 


Nothing could be clearer from 
this Scripture than that: the mar- 
riage relationship is intended to 
be an act of love in which the hus- 
band seeks to please the wife and 
the wife seeks to please the hus- 
band, and neither counts the body 
his or her own. The only proper re- 
straint on the marriage relation- 
ship implied here would be such 
moderation and temperance as 
would make for happiness and 
health, and spiritual prosperity. 


There is not even a hint in the 
‘Bible that the marriage -relation- 
Ship was given only:for procrea- 
tion. Marriage is for the procrea- 
tion of the race, but it is also for 
mutual love and comfort and hap- 


| piness. 


Therefore, as we enter into a 
study of the scarlet sin, adultery, 
let no one feel that his or her sex 
instincts are naturally wicked. 
They are not. And it is proper for 
earnest Christian people and other 


;| decent and intelligent people to 


study this matter with a whole- 
some interest, trying to find the 


will of God and the way of happi- 


ness. Any perversion and misuse. 
of sex is sin, but the sex equip- 
ment and sex instincts of men and 
women are a part of God’s good 
creation. We should think about 
such matters reverently and 
prayerfully, and we should take 
these gifts from God as holy gifts 
to be properly enjoyed and used, 
and to be reverently protected 
from defilement and sin. 


God's Measure of the Terrible . 


Wickedness of Adultery 

The scarlet sin is not a trivial 
sin. It is one of the most horrible 
sins against God. It is one of the 
most shocking crimes against man- 
kind. 
By considering some Bible state-. 
ments we will see how God regards 
this sin of adultery. Five Bible 
evidences show it to be a most 
wicked sin, deserving the severest 
punishment of an angry God and 
outraged society. 


1. Adultery is forbidden in the 
Ten Commandments. Remember 
there were only ten of these com- 
mandments which summed up all 
the law of God. Four of them dealt 
with one’s duty to God. Only six 
of them were required to sum up 
all a human being’s duty to his fel- 
low men. And one of these six 
commandments is the command in 
Exodus 20:14, “Thou shalt not 
commit adultery.” 

This command is immediately 
preceded by the command, “Thou 
shalt not kill.” In God’s sight adul- 
tery ranks along with murder, one 
of the most horrible sins and one 
which is as strictly forbidden as 
murder. 


2. God commanded the death 


penalty for adultery. In Leviticus 
20:10 the Lord commands, “And 


-the man that committeth adultery 


with another man’s wife, even he 
that committeth adultery with his 
neighbour’s wife, the adulterer and 
the adulteress shall surely be put 
to death.” Again in Deuteronomy 
22:22 we are told, “If a man be 
found lying with a woman married 
to an husband, then they shall both 
of them die, both the man that lay 
with the woman, and. the woman: 
so shalt thou put away evil from 
Israel.” And the following, verses 
demand the death penalty for the 
scarlet sin if the woman involved 
is engaged to another man. Other 
scriptures command the death pen- 
alty for sodomy and for sex sins 
with beasts. 

Remember that the death pen- 
alty, under God’s law, was only 
given for the most horrible crimes. 
The death penalty is given today 
only for murder, for treason and 
in a few cases for rape or kidnap- 
ping and such crimes. But God 
commanded, and often had His 
command enforced, that the adul- 
terer and adulteress should surely 
be put to death. That is part of 
God’s measure of the wickedness 
of adultery. Adultery is wicked like 
murder and treason! 


3. The scarlet sin is the only 
scriptural ground for @ divorce. 
Everywhere in the New Testament 
divorce is discouraged. Jesus 
named only one sin that permitted 
the breaking of the marriage by 
divorce. In Matthew 19:9 He said, 
“And I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall put away his wife, except it 
be for fornication, and shall marry 
another, committeth adultery: and 
whoso marrieth her which is put 
away doth commit adultery.” The 
word fornication here comes from 
the same root, in the Greek, as 
the words for harlot and whore- 
monger. The only difference be- 
tween fornication and adultery is 
that fornication, that is harlotry 
or whoremongering, seems a more 
deliberate or repeated indulgence 
in the sin. It is the same scarlet 
sin, and a divorce is not allowed 
“except it be for fornication,” said 
Jesus. 

Drunkenness is not a sufficient 
reason for divorce. If a husband 
comes home drunk, beats his wife, 
wastes the money so that there is 
no food and insufficient clothes, 
and makes a Hell ef the.home, still 
that. wife does not have a right, 
according to the Bible, to a di- 
vorce. 

Or if either cante shall desert the 
other, without rhyme or reason, 
yet God does not permit a divorce. 

If a man’s wife commits murder, 
still he does not have a right to 
divorce her. If a husband is sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary, state 
laws may allow a divorce, Bsc 
God’s law does not. 

Even insanity is not sentenced 
in the Bible as a proper ground 
for divorce. 


Any divorce that is granted for

any reason “except it be for forni- 


in God’s sight; and if ‘either party 
marries after any divorce except 
for fornication, that party commits 
adultery. 


So horrible is this sin in God’s 
sight that it is the only one for 
which He allows a marriage to be 
broken. 


4. Venereal disease, the physical 
plague God puts on those who com- 
mit the scarlet sin is a loathsome 
and dreaded disease. Syphilis is al- 
most never caught except in the 
sex- relationship. It is spread al- 
most entirely by the social sin. 
Syphilis often results in death, It 
may lurk in the body for years 
after the victim thinks he has re- 
covered and later cause locomotor 
ataxia, paralysis or insanity. It 
may affect the heart, cause brain 
lesions, and many other troubles 
which can never be traced. It often 
requires major operations on wom- 
en, causes sterility, has made mul- 
tiplied thousands of children blind 
from birth, and is blamed for the 
birth of afflicted and subnormal 
children. Gonorrhea, too, is a 
treacherous and dangerous and 
loathsome disease. These venereal 
diseases are said by historians to 
have caused the downfall of em- 
pires. Scientists say that the bones 
of the mummified Pharaohs discov- 
ered in Egypt show the marks of 
syphilis and thus explain the decay 
of the race and the downfall of 
Egypt. But these venereal diseas- 
es which God has put as a plague 
upon the scarlet sin show His holy 
indignation at this perversion of 
sex. 

Alcoholic drink causes cirrhosis 
of the liver (hobnailed liver), en- 
larges the capillaries of the skin, 
enflames the lining of the stomach, 
weakens the lungs. Tobacco and 
dope habits have serious physical 
results. Over-eating may seriously 
shorten the life. Every kind of ‘sin 
has some.effect upon the body. But 
there is no kind of sin that has 
such a horrible physical curse upon 
it as the venereal disease curse 
God has set to show His displeas- 
ure with sex sin. 

5.-Many Scriptures expressly say 
that adultery, fornication, the scar- 
let sin, leads to Hell. Proverbs 7: 
27, speaking of the harlot, says,

The daily papers stated that fed- 
eral officers arrested two boys in 
a town not far from Nashville and 
charged them with burglarizing a 
post office.

The United Press, August 25th, 
at an advanced Allied base in the 
Australian zone, told of the death 
of Lt. Albert O. Hart of Sheridan, 
Montana. He stayed behind when 
his unit moved to a new location, 
to deliver his regular Sunday ser- 
mon to the remaining group, and 
was killed later when his plane 
crashed carrying him to the new 
camp, 

Commanding officer of the Ala- 
bama unit, with which he had 
served, said, “Hart was the finest 
chaplain I have ever known. The 
boys idolized him, and he did won- 


_ ders with morale. It’s tough that 


such a fine man must die.” Lt. 
Hart was a former infantry offic- 
er, had attended University of 
Wyoming, the Presbyterian The- 
ological Seminary at Chicago, and 
had received a Doctor of Philoso- 
phy degree from Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Our records show that Chaplain 
Albert O. Hart was at the army 
base in Gunter Field, Alabama, be- 
fore going to Australia. There, at 
his request, we sent him two ship- 
ments of the littl booklet by Edi- 
tor John R. Rice, entitled, ‘‘What 
Must I Do to Be Saved ?” We have 
forgotten how many were. mailed 
the first time, Three thousand cop- 
ies were sent the second time. And 
these were given out to his men, 
before this Godly chaplain met 
death in the Australian zone. 

Who knows but what maybe 
scores have been saved or will be 
saved through those booklets giv- 
en out by Chaplain Hart? Now he 
is gone, and we hope others will 
take his place in helping get this 
24-page, attractive pictured book- 
let on the plan of salvation, into 
the hands of soldiers, sailors, ma- 
rines, and air corps.

and evaluate things as he does in 
the end of the way. For if he has 
put the wrong value on things prior 
to that, it is too late then to see 
the true value. When we view life 


and its responsibility and things 
of the earth in the light of the 
death chamber many things that 
have seemed mighty important to 
us here will look very differently 
then. Things of the earth fade 
away and lose their importance. 

I shall never forget one after- 
noon when I was pastor in a little 
Texas town. I had just started out 
in my ministry. It was my first 
full-time pastorate. The chairman 
of my board of deacons lived right 
across the alley from the pastor’s 
home. When I moved on the field 
this deacon was in bed with. a very 
bad heart attack. For _ several 
weeks he stayed in bed with this 
heart ailment." When spring came 
I was in my garden planting some 
vegetables and he came walking 
across the alley, pale and trem- 


bling and weak — walking with a 


stick. I had a wooden box at the 
end of the row under a shade tree. 
He walked over and sat down on 
that box. I walked over and sat on 
the ground beside the box to talk 
with him. After we had talked 
about thirty minutes he said, ‘“‘Pas- 
tor, I wish you would pray that 
God would let me live a little while 
longer. I am nearing my sixtieth 
year and I have given all my life 
up till now for the things of this 
world. I have accumulated a for- 
tune. I expect I am worth two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
today.” (His estate when he died 
was appraised at around three hun- 
dred thousand dollars.) “But,” 
said he, “Pastor, as I stand where 
I am today, in the shadow of death, 
I would give everything that I pos- 
sess if I could have seen the val- 
ues of life back yonder thirty years 
ago like I see them now. Pastor, 
my plea to you to pray for me that 
I may live a few years longer is 
that I may somehow make amends 
for having put all my effort and 
time on material things to the neg- 
lect of things that are eternal. I 
know I am saved, but if I have to 
go to meet God now, I am going 
absolutely empty-handed, and I do 
not want to go like that. I have 
wasted my life. Men have said I 
am a sucess, but I am a miserable 
failure. For all I have can be 
counted in dollars and cents and 
they don’t mean anything when I 
stand face to face with death.” 
There under the shade of that tree 
beside that box that deacon fell on 
his knees, and he and I talked to 
the - Lord, and his new pastor 
poured out his soul in a plea to 
God to hear the cry of this man’s 
heart. He began to pray, “O God, 
if you will give me another chance, 


-|I will do something with my 


life and with what you have placed 
in my hands other than live for 
self and things of this world.” 
Three days from that time he had 
another heart attack. I went. to 
his home, sat by his bed and 
watched him die. He said, ‘‘Pastor, 


‘| I woke up too late.” O beloved, the 


plea of the heart of Paul to young 
Timothy and to all Christian work- 
ers everywhere is to live for the 
Lord now. While you are in your 
youth; while you are in your 
strength; while life is before you, 
catch the right vision, get the right 
focal point, set your affections on 
things gh catch the right spir- 
_ the right place. “I 
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charge you before God and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge 
the quick and the dead at his ap- 
pearing and his kingdom, preach 
the word; be instant in season, out 
of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all long-suffering and _ doc- 
trine.”’ 

There are three things in the 
text I want to mention briefly this 
morning: First, A solemn charge; 
second, a serious mission; third, 
a sacred urgency. 


l. A Solemn Charge 


‘I charge you before God,” Chris- 
tian workers everywhere, that, as 
you go about your task, to remem- 
ber that you are under the all-see- 
ing eye of God. Every day, every 
hour, every moment God is looking 
on. “Every thing is open and 
known,” said Peter, “Before Him 
with whom we have to do.” 

That is the reason Job, when he 
was in such suffering, and his 
friends came and accused him of 
being a hypocrite, a liar and a 
swindler, and of having gotten rich 
off pilfering other people, could 
say, “My witness is in heaven.” 
Those thrusts went like arrows 
right through the soul of that man 
of God. God had said that Job was 
‘perfect and upright and one that 
feared God’ and I tell you those 
are hard things to take from his 
bosom friends. His wife came and 
said, “Job, you ought to curse God 
and die.” Listen to Job’s answer, 
“Also now, behold, my witness is 
in heaven, and my record is on 
high.’’ What is he saying? He is 
Saying that, while people have mis- 
understood and misinterpreted him, 
God knows and understands. “You 
haven’t seen what is down in my 
heart, but God knows all about it.” 
O I tell you, beloved, when a child 
of God is trying to do his best for 
Christ, trying to do His will, try- 
ing to live for His glory and the 
world despises him and lies on him, 
and has unkind, cutting things to 
say — sometimes his own breth- 
ren have unkind, hurtful things to 
say — they drive a sword through 
his very soul, it is a wonderful con- 
solation to know that God knows 
all about his heart. God knows all 
about the battles in his soul that 
the world knows nothing about. 

Listen, it is not only a great 
consolation to the child of God who 
is trying to do his best for God, 
but oh what a solemn warning for 
that Christian who is playing at 
the task! Beloved, there are thou- 
sands today who are playing at the 
greatest task on earth, the task of 
witnessing for Christ, living and 
bearing fruit for Christ, producing 
a life that will glorify Him and tes- 
tify of His grace to a lost and dy- 
ing world. I tell you it is a sol- 
emn warning from this old man of 
God when he says, “I charge be- 
fore God.’”’ You may be able to fool 
your pastor or your Sunday school 
superintendent; you may be able to 


deceive your class and your church, 


but if you are holding out on God 
and playing at the task, wasting 
your time and substance and 
throwing your life away, He knows 
all about it. One of these days you 
are going to have to stand before 
Him “who shall judge the living 
and the dead at his appearing” and 
He is going to ask you to give an 
account of your stewardship. 


ll. A Serious Mission 


It is not only a solemn charge, 
but it is a serious mission on which 
we are sent. Listen, “I charge you 
before God and the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who shall judge the quick 
and the dead at his appearing: 
preach the word.” Give this lost 
dying world the Word of God. We 
are the only channels through 
which God can give it. That com-

“Her house is the way to hell, go- 
ing down to the chambers of 
death.” The house of the prostitute 
is the way to Hell! 


Again in Proverbs 9, verses 13- 
17, we are told how a foolish, sin- 
ful woman sits at the door of her 
house and calls to men, enticing 
them to come to her. But Proverbs 
9:18 says, “But he knoweth not 
that the dead are there; and that 
her guests are in the depths of 
hell.” The guests of the harlot 
woman go to Hell! 


In I Corinthians 6:9, 10 is anoth- 
er such plain word. Those verses 
say: “Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God? Be not deceived: 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters, 
nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves with man- 
kind, nor thieves, nor covetous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor ex- 
tortioners, shall inherit the king- 
dom of God.” 


Notice that “neither fornicators 

..nor adulterers .... nor abus- 
ers of themselves with mankind... 
shall inherit the kingdom of God.” 
If fornicators and adulterers and 
sodomites cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God, then that means that 
their souls are lost forever. 


Ephesians 5:5 says, “For this ye 
know, that no whoremonger, nor 
unclean person, nor covetous man, 
who is an idolater, hath any in- 
heritance in the kingdom of Christ 
and of God.” This is simply another 
statement that the whoremonger 
has no inheritance in the kingdom 
of Christ and of God. 


Again, in the book of Revelation 
we are told of the wonderful city 
of God where -‘‘there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor 
crying, neither shall there be any 
more pain” (Rev. 21:4). But in 
the same chapter we are told, ‘“‘But 
the fearful, and unbelieving and 
the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall

have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death” (Rev. 
21:8). 

“Whoremongers,” says the Scrip- 
ture, “shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death.” 


And then after a further descrip- 
tion of the beautiful city, of the 
river of life and of the tree of life 
which bare twelve manner of 
fruits, and of the throne of God 
and of the Lamb that shall be in 
it, so that there is no need of can- 
die nor sun in that blessed city: 
then we are told in Revelation 22: 
15, “For without are dogs, and 
sorcerers, and whoremongers, and 
murderers, and idolaters, and who- 
soever loveth and maketh a lie.” 
Whoremongers, says the Word of 
God, are left outside the beautiful 
city of Heaven! 


These Scriptures above in six 
different places in the Bible teach 
that the scarlet sin leads to Hell. 
There is a way of forgiveness, as 
I shall later show; but evidently 
there are millions of people in Hell 
who went there because of the 
scarlet sin. And that shows how 
wicked is this sin, and how God 
hates it! 

Summarizing, note these five 
things that show how horrible is 
the scarlet sin. Adultery is forbid- 
den. in the Ten Commandments 
along with murder. Adultery re- 
ceived the death penalty under Mo- 
saic law. The scarlet sin is the only 
reason on which Jesus permits di- 
vorce in the New Testament. Ven- 
ereal disease is God’s loathsome 
punishment in the bodies of those 
who commit this sin. Many Scrip- 
tures say that the scarlet sin leads 
to Hell, that the whoremonger has 
no part in the kingdom of God! 


Dear friend, in view of the hor- 
rible nature of this sin in God's 
pure eyes, how can you risk His 
wrath by committing it?

able. The world needs it all. Don’t 
trim that message. Don’t cut down 
anywhere whether they like it or 
not, whether it is pleasant or un- 
pleasant. I tell you it isn’t pleas- 
ant sometimes to go on the oper- 
ating table and have the surgeon’s 
knife applied, but sometimes it is 
the only thing that will do any 
good and it has to be done before 
you can be restored to your health. 
The thing that is causing the ail- 
ment must be cut out by the hand 
of the surgeon. Sometimes the 
word of God is like a knife, but 
thank God for it. For God is go- 
ing after the cancer that is caus- 
ing the spiritual sickness, trying 
to restore you to health spiritually. 
“Declare the whole counsel of God 
.... All Scripture is given by in- 
spiration.”’ 

Beloved, God meant what He 
said in this Book when He tells 
us how a Christian ought to live. 
God’s word teaches holiness. I 
know a lot .of people don’t like 
that and many try to shy around 
it, but just as certainly as this is 
the inspired Word of God. it teach- 
es holiness. There is no use to try 
to shy around it and trim it down, 
God’s word telis us to live com- 
pletely separated lives. ‘‘Where- 
fore come out from among them 
and be ye separate, saith the Lord 
and touch not the unclean thing;

Now, we can put on that so- 
phisticated air and say, “I am go- 
ing the be broad; I don’t think be- 
cause I am a Christian I ought to 
be narrow.’”’

God said, “Touch not the unclean 
thing.”” Because God’s Word teach- 
es that we will never be able to 
live above sin we get the idea 
that God has given us license to 
sin. God says that when we do sin 
He will lay the rod on, and God 
meant what He said. Paul, in writ- 
ing to the church at Corinth, said 
that some of them were sick 
and some had died because of 
their disobedience. He also said in 
that connection, “If you judge 
yourself, then God will not have to 
do it. But if you refuse to judge 
yourself, then God will have-to do 
it, and he will chasten you.” 

Beloved, God meant it when He 
said, “‘the tithe is the Lord’‘s.” “All 
Scripture (the Old Testament and 
the New) is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness.” God 
said when you take your tithe for 
yourself you are robbing God and 
the chastising rod of God is on you. 
God may not take your money, but 
God knows how to lay on the rod 
where it hurts most. If it hurts 
worse to take your money, God 
will take that, but if it hurts worse 
somewhere else God does that. Do 
not think you can do it and get 
away with it. 

God meant what He said about 
hell and the awful picture He drew 


| of the sinners doom awaiting him 


at the end of the journey. The most 
awful picture I ever read in my life 
is that picture God draws of the 
doom of a lost soul. Not a single 
one shall ever see inside the pearly 
gates. Not a one shall ever see 
eternal life. ‘“Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” If a man is not born again 
he must die in his sins. Sinner 
friend, unless you believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, God’s Son, you 
must die in your sins and go to 
hell “where their worm dieth not 
and the fire is not quenched”.... 
“Then shall he say unto them on 
the left hand, Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels.”’

ii. A Sacred Urgency 

“Be instant in season, out of 
season.”’ In view of these things 
I have just mentioned there is not 
a moment to lose. The servant of 
God is urged to be at the task all 
the time, “in season, out of sea- 
son.” In view of the fact that men 
are all lost without Christ, in view 
of the fact that hell is a reality, 
in view of the fact that 
not a single one can escape hell 
unless they are washed in the 
blood, we must give them this 
Word that is “living, powerful and 
sharper than a two-edged sword.” 
We must tell people the truth even 
though we become unpopular by 
doing it. We must warn the people 
of God that they have to stand be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ. 
We must warn that man who has 
been saved and is wasting his life 
and influence that he is going to 
give an acount to God. We must 
warn the Christian who is with- 
holding his tithe — using it on 
himself and robbing God that he is 
going to have to account to God 
for every penny of it. We must tell 
the pecple of God that the blood of 
a lost world will be on our hands 
if we do not warn them and do 
our best to win them to a saving 
knowledge of Jesus Christ. 

O wher I stand in the presence 
of my Lord I do want to be able to 
say, like Paul, “I have fought a 
good fight.” When I view my min- 
istry in the light of the death 
chamber and in the white light of 
eternity and the judgment seat of 
Christ, my poor heart cries, Lord 
help me now while in the prime of 
my strength; help me today while 
the opportunity is here; help me 
now to get the right perspective 
and place the right emphasis 
where it ought to be. Help me to 
make my life count now as I will 
wish I had when I stand in the 
end of the way. I want to be able 
to say then, “I have finished my 
course; I have kept the faith.” 
Then as I look over across the riv- 
er I want to see a nail-scarred

heart and the Holy Spirit called 
then. If my Sunday School teacher 
had laid his hand on my shoulder 
and spoken to me, I would have 
been saved. But not a single prayer 
was ever requested for me in that 
church. Never one time did I hear 
a prayer offered for my Salvation. 
Not a deacon ever spoke to me 
about my soul. If I, like many 


young people, had died in my sins, 
my blood would have been on the 
hands of the deacons, Sunday 
School teachers and membership of 
that church. But thank God I am 
saved, and my blood will not be on 
their hands, but somebody in that 
church is going to have to account 
to God for- fifteen years of my life 
that I wasted — fifteen years that 
would have been given to Christ if 
somebody had cared enough about 
my soul to tell me about Jesus.
